The receipts amounted to £863,574, of 
which £765,085. or 89 per cent., came from 
the county and county borough councils, who 
received from the Goverument by way of 
capitation’ grant £150,768. This reduced the 
sum te be raised locally to £614,317, which, 
in so far as it was leviable by county councils 
off agricultural land, would be met partly by 
thezagricultural grant. 


PAYING PATIENTS. 
The principal receipts other than money 
transferred by the councils to the credit of 
the committees of management were £39,998 
from paying patients, which is slightly less

water mussel pearl-collecting received 
about the middle of the last century from 
a Swiss gem dealer called Unger, who 
lived in Edinburgh. In the course of his 
business Unger was much struck with the 
beauty of some of the pearls he received 
from the Scottish rivers, and his practical 
mind at once turned to some means of 
utilising these-raritres. At that time there 
was only one professional pearl-fisher in 
the whole of Scotland, and his stock was 
bought chiefly by the Marquis of Breadal- 
bane. M. Unger, however, began to travel 
extensively among the peasantry, inciting 
them to take up the new business, end 
giving them encouragement hy purchasing 
at good prices the gems they had already 
obtained. 


A Neew Industry. 


The result of this was that soon 
there were many hundreds of “' pearlers 
where there had been none - before. 
The gems were often of a delicate 
‘mnk hue, and were readily bought by the 
rich and noble of the day. Unger played 
fair with his workers, and gave good prices 
tor their treasure-trove. In many districts 
the peasantry made quite large sums by 
their exertions, and in one vear M. Unger 
estimated the pearls found to have been 
worth nearly £10,000 to the _ seekers, 
whereas four years before that on his first 
tour all he could buy amounted to a bare

The Duke of Gloucester, the King’s third 
son, who leaves to-day for a two months’ 
shooting trip to. the dan, spent a busy 
last day in London yesterday in final pre- 
parstion for his journey He said good-bye 
to the King and Queen at Sandringham 
Msc Í and motored to Buckingham 
Palace, where he stayed last night. 

Soon after breakfast yesterday the Duke 
left the Palace for a shopping tour in the 
West End to buy various details of equip- 
ment Among the purchases he has made for 
the expedition are many hundred feet of 
cinematograph film. The Duke, keen shot as 
he is with a gun, takes an equal delight 
in securing good *‘shots’’ at game with. his 
hand cinema camera. Guns, tents and other 
heavy baggage are already on the way to 
Africa on board the s.s. Staffordshire. 


MANY VARIETIES OF GAME. 
The Duke is travelling overland 
Marseilles, where he will join the vessel. 
Another important item in ia luggage is a 
big game book, A first class marksman, the 
Duke is methodical and keeps a full record 
of every shoot. | 

During his two months tour he will have 
a change at scores of varieties of game, in- 
cluding buffalo, elephants, gazelle, giraffe, 
hartebeest, hippopotamus, leopards, lions and 
rhinoceros. Captain E. W. Brook, the big 
game hunter, is accompanying the Duke. He 
was with him in Africa in 1930 and on other 
hunting expeditions. 

The Duke, who leads the life of an ordi- 
nary serving Army officer in England—he is 
a captain in the Hussars—enjoys the freedom 
and the rough and ready life of a hunter on 
‘‘ safan.”’ 

He is taking no elaborate equipment with 
him.

TRANS-ATLANTIC FLIER’S 
NEW SUCCESS. 


PARIS TO SAIGON IN A LIGHT 
AEROPLANE. 


‘plane. no more powerful than a 
large car, René Lefevre, the trans-Atlantic 
airman, has flown from Paris to Saigon 
(French Indo-China), covering the 8,388 miles 
in 9 days 9 hours and 20 minutes. 

René Lefevre flew the Atlantic with Captain 
Assolant and M. Lotti. They were obliged to 
land on the Spanish coast because the weight 
of a stowaway prevented them from reaching 
France. Since that time he has devoted 
himself to the development of light ‘planes. 

Lefevre was competing for the cup offered 
by the President of the Republic for a flight 
from Paris to Saigon in less than a fortnight 
on board a single-seater weighing less than 
1,200 pounds of French construction. His 
Mauboussin ‘plane was fitted with a 45 h.p. 
Salmson engine, not more powerful than that 
of a big car. Lefevre has already accom- 
plished a flight from Paris to Madagascar and 
back on a similar ‘plane. He hopes to make 
the return journey from Saigon in eight days.

HUSBANDS. 


R. JAMES FENTON, Medical Officer 
I) of Health for Kensington, yesterday 
told women public health officers 
uitending a winter school in Loudon that 
‘‘ fathercraft’’ had a lot to commend it to 
their attention. ° 

He asserted that, although many men had 
ho objection to visiting their own’ clubs, they 
thought a woman's place is in her home. 

Then he added: ‘‘ But men are quite as 
reasonable as women when once they under- 
stand the ition.” 

‘It seems to me,” he said, ‘‘that in some 
ways a man is well fitted to undertake part 
of the work we are discussing; but, while he 
is well fitted for. it, there are not many who 
have the time aud opportunity to do so. 
There are not many who can be brought up 
to scratch.”’ 

Talking of the relations between the hus- 
band and wife, Di. Fenton said: ‘* The 
wives do not want the men to wash up or 
scrub floors, but they do want them to be 
uble to help when their health makes it 
necessary. 

"" Another lesson we must teach is that a 
‘man’s work is no more laborious than that of 
a woman, and it is probably much less 
monotonous. He is no more entitled to a 
spare evening than his wife is. 

WIFE’S EVENING OFF, 

“It is the duty of working-class fathers 
to look after the children in the home while 
the mother goes cut shopping or out for an 
evening. A free evening mm the week makes a 
woman a hundred per cent. better wife and 
mother.” (Laughter. ) 

"“ [ do not believe men are naturally selfish 
in their relations with their wives. I think 
the fault is as much with the wife as it is 
with the man. It is traditional. 

“In spite of all your modern ideas of 
equality, man is the stronger vessel. It is 
true that a tactful wife can get her own way 
in the house in every direction, (Laughter. ) 

* She has much more skill in managit.. the 
man than the man has in managing the 
female. Yet when an important decision has 
to be made, it is still the man who has the 
last’ word. 

‘*Good fathers are not born, but made— 
and made by themselves.’’ 


VIEWS ON MARRIAGE, 


Dr. Fenton gave the following views on 
marriage : ‘‘ When a man puts his bride into 
a new home he thinks he has done a wonder- 
ful thing. But for the young wife the first 
year can be a very sad one. 

‘‘She bas got the man she wanted, and 
the new home, but there are many things 
she has had to give up which at first count 
tremendously.”’ 

In these things Dr. Fenton included the 
companionship of her tellow-workers, the money 
she formerly spent on herself, and the oppor- 
tunity of discussing feminine things as only 
two women can discuss them. 

Dr. Fenton added: “ Husbands must be 
taught that dinners have a habit of going all 
wrong just when a wife wants them to be all 
right. The last thing a man should say in 
these circumstances is: ‘I shall never forget 
my mother’s pastry.’ (Laughter.) 

‘‘It is not always possible to give a wife 
pocket money, but men do want to remember 
that things wear out and reed replacing 

“ When, if a wife wants silk stockings, it 
is no good saying that woollen stockings last 
twice as long. Let her have some silk 
stockings. 

“It is futile trying to reason with a woman 
on a matter of clothing. No man could 
possibly convince her that what she wants is 
not the best thing for her to have. 

“Men must encourage their wives to look 
pretty at all times. A man must not forget 
to tell his wife occasionally that she does look 
pretty. She will probably tell him not to be 
silly. But what woman does not like a little 
flattery sometimes ?’’ 


LONG VOYAGES IN 
LITTLE. SHIPS. 


ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY 
LECTURE, 


Lieutenant-Commander Dixon’s lecture to 
a juvenile audience at the Royal Dublin 
Society's premises, Ballsbridge, yesterday, 
was just such a lecture as children love to 
hear. 

Taking as his subject, “ Long Voyages in 
Little Ships,’”’ Commander Dixon described, 
with the aid of lantern slides, a number of 
epic voyages, from that of the Viking ship 
of Eric the Red, which went from the 
Orkneys to Greenland and thence to America, 
and that of Columbus’s ship, which followed 
the north-east trade winds to America five 
hundred years later, down to the Fastnet 
racing yachts of the present day which have 
been ‘‘ round-the-worlders ” or else have made 
notable Atlantic trips. 

Of all the voyages made by little ships, or, 
to use a term that would be more correct 
in this case, little boats, said Commander 
Dixon, the voyage made by the James Caird, 
the lifeboat of Sir Ernest Shackleton’s ship, 
Endurance, was the most wonderful. He 
described how the Endurance was icebound 
in the Antarctic, pushed back and forth as 
the ice around it packed itself up during the 
winter, and was finally aleehdeiad before 
being crushed. Shackleton, with Worsley, 
Creen and two other men, dragged the James 
Caird across the ice, camping during the 
journey on the floes, until they reached 
Elephant Island, on the fringe of the 
Antarctic continent. 


RESCUE PARTY. 

rom there they sailed in the small boat 
to South Georgia, a distance of over five 
hundred miles, which lasted sixteen days, and 
Shackleton in his diary described the absolute 
darkness which prevailed, with not a star in 
the sky, and ‘‘the sea as black as the 
heavens.’ On reaching South Georgia they 
travelled over glaciers, hitherto unexplored 
ground, to get to a whaling station on the 
west coast to send a rescue party back to 
their companions on Elephant Island. 

What was probably the earliest form of 
sextant was described by Commander Dixon 
when he dealt with the Polynesian savages, 
who, in Columbus’s day, were making voyages 
even more wonderful than his. They used 
the ‘‘sacred calabash,’’ which consisted of 
half a cocoanut shell with four holes around 
it. This was filled with water, and the eye 
applied to one of the holes. After crossing 
the Equator they would find the Pole Star, 
and, as they got further north, every night 
the Pole Star would be a little further up 
in the sky. When the high priest saw 1t 
“ kissing the lip’’ of the sacred nut, that 
indicated that it was nineteen degrees up 
in the sky, which was the latitude of Hawaii.

The Inspector opened -the inquiry by read-

lt was arranged that the inquiry should 
be opened by evidence on behalf of Mrs. 
Gyle, but a delay of almost half an hour

CASE OPENED. 


When Mrs. Gyle and her witness had 
arrived, Mr. Elliott proceeded to By the 
case on her behalf. Thomas Gyle, he said, 
was admitted to the hospital and died on 
October 6. He was 351 years of age, married, and 
left a wife and child. He was registered as 
a Protestant on admission, and what Mrs. 
Gyle complained of was that he was received 
into the Roman Catholic Church afew hours 
before his death, when his mind was not in 
a fit condition to realise what he was doing. 
Gyle was born at Barnyille, Carrickfergus, 
baptised a Protestant, and pro- 
that faith all the time he was in 
Newry. No word of the man’s conversion 
to the Roman Catholic Church was sent to 
Mrs. Gyle, who lived only a short distanee 
from the hospital. On ‘the mght of October 
7. continued Mr. Elhott, three strange men 
came to the house of Mrs. Gyle, and wanted 
her to sign a paper giving them permission 
io take charge of the body and have her 
husband buried as a Roman Catholic, 

Mr. Collins protested that this had nothing 
to do with the subject of the inquiry, and 
said that the officials at the workhouse knew 
nothing ‘about it. 

Mr. Elliott said that Gyle was subsequently 
buried as a Presbyterian in Loughgtlly, Co. 
Armagh, the Rev. P. McKee officiating. 


WiDOW'S EVIDENCE, 
Mrs. Gyle, in the course of her evidence, 


stated that she first met her husband at a 
dance in Crieve Orange Hall in 1931. He

SERVANT’S EVIDENCE.

He 
was lying, staring at the ceiling, and when 
she asked him if he could recognise his 
wife, who was present with two of her 
aunts, he said: “No.” Later that evening 
witness again visited him, and, when she 
asked him if he knew her he said he did, 
and added, “ Lizzie, if I could only get an 
old pair of boots now, I would be all right.” 
He also said, “Will you go and tell the 
Pope now?’’ 

Mr. Collins—Of course you told him yop 
could noi get in touch with him. (Laugh- 
ler). 

Witness, continuing, said that she was in 
the ward when Dr. M‘Mordie came in and 
asked Gyle if he had sent for Father Boyd, 
and he replied, “Yes.” The doctor then 
asked him why, and he said, ' For my ears.”

On the Wednesday, in witness's opinion, 
he was quite plainly delirious. He talked 
of people coming in through the window to 
shoot him, and witness tried to calm 
him.

He 
then showed no signs of understanding, so 
much so that witness did not try to pray 
with him, but merely shouted texts into his 
ear in the hope that they might get there 
and give him some consolation. Witness was 
amazed when he heard of deceased’ man’s 
change of religion. 

By Mr. Rutherford—Witness said that he 
had over twenty-six years’ experience of see- 
ing people die, and he would back his ex- 
perience against that of Dr. M‘Mordie, just 
as one doctor would differ from another on 
the question of whether deceased man was 


mentally fit or not to comprenend what he | 


was doing. It was possible that Gyle might 
have lucid intervals in hospital, but, in his 
opinion, Gyle was delirious the two days he 
saw him. He made no charge against Dr. 
M*Mordie by inference, or otherwise, to the 
Board of Guardians, and he did not think, 
hewever competent she might be to judge 
of the deceased man’s natara!l condition, that 
the deceased man was mentally fit.

Belfast Shop Scene. 


Butcher's Story of Attack.

SCENE in a Belfast shop, when a 
A butcher and his assistant were 

assaulted and received severe wounds to 
the head, was described before Mr. P. J. 
Donoghne, R.M., and other magistrates at 
the Belfast Custody Court to-day, when 
Samuel Johnston, residing at Urmeau road, 
appeared on remand, charged in connection 
with the affair. 

The accused man, who was not prolession- 
ally represented, was further remanded in 
custody until to-morrow morning. 

The injured men—Samuel Douglas, butcher, 
and Angus Robinson. his assistant—both of 
whom appeared in court with their heads 
swathed in bandages, were witnesses at to- 
day’s hearing, being interrogated by 
defendant as to why they had thrown “ ex- 
plosives and acetyline” at him during the 
past six months. 

Both men emphatically denied that they 
had thrown anything at the accused’ man, 
and Robinson averred that he doubted if he 
had ever seen the prisoner before the alter- 
noon of the alleged assault. 

Constable Hutchinson said that on last 
Wednesday afternoon he went to a house at 
Ormeau road and saw Angus Robinson, who 
was bleeding from a severe wound on the 
bead. He later went to the residence of the 
accused man, who lives opposite, and found 
the front door locked. 

Angus Robinson said that he first noticed 
the defendant crossing the street towards the 
shop, and thought that he was '' very wild 
looking.” The man came into the shop and 
struck him on the head several times with a 
bar, and witness was vot rendered uncon- 
scious, but was dazed. 

He noticed Mr. Douglas rushing out of 
the office in which he was working, and also 
saw the accused man rannng after him and 
making to strike him with the bar. Witness 
did not know the number of times that he 
was struck, but the wounds in his head re- 


quired nine stitches.

Te the Government owed Donegal 
County Council a sum of over £54,000. 
almost the amount of ‘the Council's 
overdraft, was the statement made by the 
Secretary (Mr. S. D.. McLough''n) when 
applying for overdraft accommodation at a 
meeting of the Council which was held in 
Lifford to-day, Mr. Eagene Mahony presiding. 

The Secretary said that the Council owed 
the Board of Health sums amounting to 
£8,689, £77 and £605; the Committee of 
Agriculture, £1,288; the Library Committee, 
£255; the Tourist Association, £165; the 
Mental Hospital, £12,353; while their 
quarterly payments, due in January, would 
probably amount to £5,200, which meant that 
their liabilities would be about £29,305. 
Their overdraft was £63,000. 

On the other hand, the Government owed 
the Council the following sums :—Agricalture 
grant, £14,502; land annuities arrears, £5,336 : 
rae | for rates, £510; State duty grant, 
£6,7. ; mamtenance of lunatics, £8,144; 
medical and education expenses, £2,075; 
sanitary salaries, £272: main road grant, 
£10,880 ; diseases of animals, £1,348, and 
“K" grant, £4,393—a total of over £54,000. 

Major Myles—Yet we are disgraced before 
the whole of the Free State by the state- 
ment that we are in the worst financial 
position in the country. A very strong 
resolution should go to the Government 
asking them to pay us what they owe us. 

The Secretary’ said that some days ago 
Mr. Blaney had telephoned the Department 
regarding the matter, and the Department 
replied stating that their further grants of 
£ and £3,500 would be made within the 
next few days, 

Major Myles—Who is advancing the minor 
schemes ? 

The Secretary—The Board of Works do 
that, and the money 1s sent in advance. 

Major Myles—We should call upon the 
Government to pay us what they owe us. He 
added that their overdraft of £60,000 meant 
£5,000 per year of interest, which was 2d. in 
the £ on the rates. 

The Chairman drew attention to the fact 
that the Council should pay the Board of 
Health what was owing to them as soon as 
possible, as there were some officials of the 
Board who had not received their pay for two 
or three months. : 

Major Myles asked if there had been any 
stoppage of grants because of non-payment of 
land annuities. 

The Secretary said that nothing of that 
kind had happened so far this year, but about 
£3.000 had been stopped Jast year. 

The Council decided to apply for an over-

was most successful for most beekeepers. 
The weather was very good, and those who 
loked after the bees reaped the benefit. A 
number of stocks was lost owing to the mild 
weather last winter, as the bees kept on the 
move and eat up their stores, and, where 
not fed artificially, they died of starvation 
during the spring.. A good many stocks also 
were lost through Isle of Wight disease. 
People who looked after stocks properly were 
rewarded with an average of 100 sections 
per stock. Unfortunately, prices were most 
clisappointing, mainly because the market was 
flooded with honey mot properly cleaned or 
graded. The County Wexford Beekeepers’ 
Association proposed to establish a dépót for 
the members’ honey, where it could be stored 
und graded, and subsequently sold to the 
best advantage.

N extension of the Dufferin Children’s 

Hospital of the Belfast Infirmary, to be 
| called the Ava Hosp.tal, was opened 
this afternoon by the Marchioness of Dufferin 
and Ava, in the presence of the Prime 
Minister (Viscount Craigavon) and a large 
number of guests. 

The extension, which has cost £31,000, J 
comprises four floors, the top three providing 
increased accommodation for 119 beds. The 
wards, in accordance with modern hospital 
planning, are small, and many have open-air 
balconies and vita glass windows. The heat- 
ing system is of low pressure hot water, 
easily controlled and regulated. A roof 
garden, attractively laid out, covers the 
entire ward area, and will be used for airing 
purposes, The operating unit is sitdated on 
the second floor, and comprises the operating 
theatre. 

When the Dufferin Hospital was opened 
in 1909 by Lady Hermione Blackwood, aunt 
of the present Marquess of Dufferin, it was 
the largest and most up-to-date children’s 
hospital in Ireland, and the new extensions 
have been constructed and equipped with 
such close observance of modern improve- 
ments in lay-out and apparatus that ouce 
again the Belfast Union is the possessor of 
one of the finest hospitals in the country. 

The most careful consideration has been 
given by the Board to the easy administration 
of the old and new buildings, and the whole 
is served from a thorouzhly up-to-date kitchen 
in the lower floors oí the extension by a 
heated trolley system, whereby the cooked 
food is placed in heated containers and taken 
by trolley to the wards on the vatious floors 
by electric lifis. By this system an incaleul- 
able amount of time and labour is saved. 
The lifts can also be adapted for the convey- 
ance of passengers if so required. 


AT THE HOSPITAL. 

On arrival. at: the front entrance the 
Marchioness, who was accompanied by the 
Marquess, was received by Mr. Robert Ardis, 
J.P.. A.M.LE.E., Chairman of the Board; 
Mr. W. A. Sinclair, acting clerk of the Union, 
and Mr, James Mahood, master. 

At the hospital her !advship was met by 
Viscount Craigavon and Sir Dawson Bates, 
and was presented to Mr. Adam McKegney, 
vice-chairman; Miss A. McCready, J.P., 
deputy vice-chairman, and other members of 
the Boar i.

HE story of the “ hold-up ” of an elderly

Railwav Speeds. 


Recent months have witnessed some 
remarkable increases in railway speeds. 
In England the so-called Cheltenham 
Flyer has contrived .to traverse a 
774-mile stretch at an average speed 
of 8145 miles an .hour. One of the 
London, Midland and Scottish trains per- 
forms the journey between Liverpool and 
London at an average speed of more than 
64 miles an hour, representing a saving in 
time of twenty-five minutes. Very nearly 
as fast is one of the Manchester-London 
expresses, which accomplishes its journey in 
three and a half hours. There are many 
other instances of excellent times, which 


render the British railway system, on the 
whole, the fastest in the world, Forty-five 
minutes, for example, are saved on the 
journey between London and Edinburgh, 
and, without doubt, a still greater im- 
provement will be effected during the 
coming year. The Irish railways, too, 
have begun to attend to their perform- 
ances. A notable event of the year was: 
the quickening of the Great Northern 
trains on the Dublin-Belfast route, 
whereby the best part of half an hour has 
been saved on previous times—and we 
must not forget that the Great Northern 
runs are hampered by the demands of the 
Customs examination at the border. The 
Southern Railways’ Dublin-to-Cork trains 
showed their paces during the summer 
season, when the run was shortened very 
sensibly. Motor traffic, if its rate of pro- 
gress is not limited for the public safety, 
must limit itself for the comfort of its 
passengers, The train, secure on its rails, 
travels at eighty miles an hour with no 
greater inconvenience to the passengers 
than when it is plodding gently at thirty. 
Who, in these conditions, can say that the 
day of the railways is over? Let him but 
try to accomplish the Dublin-Belfast 
journey in two and a half hours by any

Sir,—As many of us would welcome assist- 
ance in solving our present financial diffi- 
culties, the example set by the Post Office 
may, perhaps, be quoted with advantage. 
Recently I received from a foreign country— 
vize, England—two packets, each containing 
a work of fiction, packed in accordance with 
the regulations of that country and bearing 
the correct amount of postage. Before obtain- 
ing delivery I must (a) pay the difference he- 
tween tha original postage and parcel post 
rate in this country, the packets having been 
sent by letter post; (b) pay a fine for the 
sender's delinquency; (c) pay a Customs 
duty, and (d) a further fee for the labour in- 
volved in transferring the packets from one 
department to another, possibly in the same 
Luilding.

The first is the determina- 
tion to adapt national policy, and, as far 
as may be, imperial and _ international 
policy to the economics of the new age 
of abundance. The root problem, of 
course, 1s to secure a’ better distribution 
of abundance; but, meanwhile, the solu- 
tion 1s certainly not to allow producers to 
perish ; and the second continuous thread 
of British policy is to secure international 
agreement upon ending those chaotic 
financial and political relations between 
nations which are a menace not only to 
the economic recovery, but also to the 
peace, of the world.

VON SCHLEICHER NOT TO 
MEET FRENCH PREMIER. 


General von Schleicher, the German 
Chancellor, does not intend to mo to 
Geneva for the resumed sittings of the 
Disarmament Conference, learns Reuter’s 
Berlin Correspondent on the highest 
authority. 

The Chancellor, it is understood, is of 
the opinion that the chief of the Govern- 
ment should not attend international con- 
ferences, but should rather remain at 
home, so that his Foreign Minister can 
refer knotty problems to him if necessary. 

It is also learned on excellent authority 
that Chancellor von Schleicher has no in- 
tention of meeting the French Prime 
Minister, M. Paul-Boncour, in the near 
future. |

COAL QUESTION, 

The total importations of oil and oil 
products for the period were nearly 
44,000,000 dollars.

The suggestion that Russian coal might 
also be included in the barter exchange 
has not been raised seriously. Coal is 
now on the list of prohibited imports from 
Soviet Russia, and it is virtually certain 
that the Federal Government will not 
reverse the action taken in 1931, when the 
imports of Russian coal threatened to 
compete in a large way with imports of 
British anthracite. 

It is noteworthy that for the first eleven 
months of this year Canada imported 
1,535,000 tons of British anthracite, an 
increase Of approximately 45 per cent. on 
the 1951 import figures.

BRAZIL’S THREAT TO 
CLOSE AMAZON. 


_. TAKES A HAND IN 
NEIGHBOURS’ QUARREL.

The Brazilian Government have addressed 
a strongly-worded Note to Peru and 
Colombia, calling their attention to the ex- 
isting treaty with Brazil in regard to the 
navigation and traffic on the River Amazon. 

If hostilities continue in Brazilian waters, 
the Note says, the Brazilian Government will 
be compelled to denounce the treaty and 
close the Amazon to navigation so iar as 
Peru. and Colombia are concerned. 

With a view to reinforcing Brazilian naval 
strength on the Amazon, the Government 
have ordered a cruiser and two destroyers to 


proceed from Rio de Janeiro to Tabatinga, on 


the Amazon, early next week. Six naval 
aeroplanes are also leaving for the same place.

paring to ascend the Amazon to the 
Colombian border in Lxticia, which was 
raided on the night of September Ist last by 
Peruvians from Iquitos, farther up the 
Amazon.

STEAMER AND LAUNCH 
IN COLLISION,

WELLINGTON, Thursday. 


The arrival of a drenched and exhausted 
man at a police station in Napier was the 
first indication of a collision in the 
harbour in which ten men were drowned 
last night. A launch carrying thirty-one 
men, who had been working on a steamer 
in the roads, was struck by a steamer, 
flinging all the men into the water. 
Several managed to reach the overturned 
launch, but the craft sank beneath them. 

Many survivors swam ashore, and in 
some instances assisted comrades to within 
a stone's throw of land’ before being 
obliged, through sheer exhaustion, to 
abandon their mates: ‘Twelve of those 
rescued are now in hospital. 

Rescue measures were promptly organised, 
and three vessels began a search in the 
darkness, which continued till daylight, 
when aeroplanes cruised over the harbour 
in an endeavour to locate any more 
survivors, 

All those drowned were married men, 
and leave behind twenty-seven fatherless 
children.

AN UNPLEASANT DUTY. -° 


Dr. Greene said that he regretted to 
have to bring the matter to the notice of 
the committee, but it was his unpleasant 
duty. The book, which was recently 

ublished in England, alluded to the 

ounder of Christianity and His disciples 
in a very blasphemows manner. . 

George Bernard Shaw, a master intellect, 
head and shoulders above most people, 
even the most scientific and clever, stated 
in his book that “ Jesus had allowed Peter 
to persuade Him He was. the Messiah, 
and that death could not prevail against 
Him or prevent His returning to judge 
the world and establish His reign on earth 
for ever and ever.” 

THE APOSTLES. 

In his allusion to the Apostles Shaw 
said : 

“There are moments when one Is 
tempted to say there was not one 
Christian amongst them, and that Judas 
was the only one who showed any glimpse 
of common-sense.’’ 

A man who makes observations of that 
kind, said Dr. Greene, directs his sarcastic 
ridicule at the very foundations of 
Christianity, and should not be’ associated, 
even remotely, with our Association, even 
though it is only a small country society 
of bee-keepers. It is my duty to Christianity 
to moye the resolution, because I think 
that we Christians should not put on our 
Christianity as a Sunday garment for the 
purpose of going to church; but it should 
influence us in every walk of life, every 
day, and in every society we are connected 
with. 


NEWSPAPER CUTTINGS. 
Mr. P. F. O'Byrne asked if Dr. Greene 


could vouch for the extracts that he “ead. 

Dr. Greene produced a newspaper 
cutting of a review of the Shaw book, and 
said that he could youch for it. 

Mr. Byrne—Is that enough to show thet

Dr. Greene—It is enough to show that 
he is blasphemous.

They had no authority to compel him to 
retract his statements, but they could 
mark their disapproval. He did not wish 
to be associated with an infidel. 

Mr. O’Byrne—Does that mean that 
every new life member now must sign an 
undertaking that he is not an atheist? 

Mr. McDonald—No, but if a member of 
the Association ridicules religion—— 

Dr. Greene—It is open ridicule—tilting 
at the foundations of Christianity.

WOMAN AND THE CRIB. 


An extraordinary scene at the Roman 
Catholic Charch of St. Aloysius, Oxford, on 
Wednesday night, in which a young woman 
is alleged to have placed a baby in the crib 
and afterwards knocked over altar orna- 
ments, was described by the Rev. Father 
Fitzmaurice to a reporter yesterday. 

Father Fitzmaurice said that there had 
been a Service shortly before for mothers and 
babies, but whether the woman had attended 
the Service he did not know. The woman, 
who was not a Roman Catholic, lived with 
her parents at Cowley. She might easily 
have been at the Service and remained be- 
hind. 

“The first discovery that anything was 
wrong,’ said Father Fitzmaurice, “ was 
made by some women, who came into the 
church to view the crib. They were sur- 
prised to find in the Manger,’ in- 
stead of the figure of the Infant Christ, 
a baby of about seven months old. 
They removed the baby and searched the 
church for the worean, but could not find 
her, and sent round for me. Before I 
arrived, however, and while they were sll 
searching, there was a crash at the high 
altar, and the crucifix, candlesticks, and 
many large vases which adorned the altar 
crashed to the floor, 

“When I asked the woman why she had 
done it, her only reply was: ‘It is written 
My Father’s house is a house of prayer; ye 
have made it a den of thieves.’ 

‘Before the police arrived the woman 
attempted to pull down another crucifix from 
the wall, and started to undress the baby, 
requesting the people to bring her ‘the white 
robes the priests wore.’ Beyond that she 
never said a word, and went quietly when 
the police arrived. On the way to the police 
station in the police van she declared to one 
of the women who accompanied the police: 
‘I have had my revenge.’ ” 

It is understood that the woman, after 
being taken to the police station, was re- 
moved to Littlemore Mental Hospital.

A statement issued yesterday by tha 
Dominions Office says :— 

“ Recent information has made it clear 
vnat it is not possible for the Newfouni- 
land Government to provide out of its 
own resources the full instalments of 
interest due on the lst January, 1956, on 
its external debt. 

“ During the recent presence of Mr. 
Bennett in the United Kingdom, the 
Opportunity was taken to consult him 
upon those aspects of the situation which 
are of special interest to the United 
Kingdom and Canada, and it has now 
been arranged that a loan of 1,250,000 
dollars shall be made available to His 
Majesty’s Government in Newfoundland 
to enable the service of the debt on Ist 
January to be met in full. 

“Of this loan one-half will be advanced 
by His Majesty's Government im the 
United Kingdom, while His Majesty a 
Government in Canada will arrange for 
the advance of the other half. 

“ His Majesty’s Government in New- 
foundiand, on their part, have agreed to 
the appointment of a Commission con- 
sisting of two members nominated by H's 
Majesty’s Government in the United 
Kingdom—one of whom will be appointed 
in consultation with His Majesty's 
Government in Canada—and a third 
nominated by His Majesty’s Government 
in Newfoundland. 

“The purpose of the Commission will 
be to examine into the future of New- 
foundiand, and, in particular, to report 
on the financial situation and prospects, 
and what measures may be necessary to 


secure its financial stability, with a view 


to decisions being reached and appropriate 
arrangements made before the debi inte- 
rest due on the Ist July, 1933, matures

AT GRIPS WITH 
AMERICA. 


FILM PRODUCTION 
CHALLENGE. 


BRITAIN GAINING 
ADVANTAGES. 


OR many years past the American film- 
F iggy “BA Conn ES have had a grip 
on the European market which has 
almost amounted to a stranglehold, but 
during 1932 there were distinct signs that the 
end of their virtual monopoly was in sight. 
The film business is more closely connected 
with the question of hard cash than any 
other form of art, and Hollywood, with its 
immense financial resources, has hitherto 
been able to stand out with ease against all 
comers. The production of even an unpre- 
tentious film costs a great deal of money, 


while good actors and directors, efficient 
marketing systems and proper publicity are 
not to be obtained for nothing. One of the 
chief reasons why .British films did not make 
much headway, even in England, has been 
that enough money was not spent on the 
making of them. 

This year, however, the challenge has been 
met, and already some results are apparent. 
The Gaumont-British Company, in particular, 
decided to take up this matter of film-produc- 
tion seriously, and, as well as opening a new 
and gigantic studio at Shepherd’s Bush, 
announced its intention of spending £1,000,000 
on new films within the ensuing twelve 
months, We may em yg that, in spite of the 
depression, sufficiently large sums will be 
spent on actors and directors to ensure that 
British pictures will be of a much higher 
standard than formerly: ene one film has 
been produced at Shepherd’s Bush (' Rome 
Express’’) and, although we have not yet 
seen it in Dublin, it has been acclaimed by 
the London critics as a great advance on 
previous pictures, 


GERMAN FILMS. 


The working arrangement which the same 
company entered into with the German com- 
pany, Ufa, is another sign of the breaking 
of the American grip. The German silent 
films were able to hold their own fairly weil 
with Hollywood by reason of their better 
quality, but the coming of the talking 
picture confined their scope to their own 
country. Now, however, an arrangement 
has been made by which a good film can 
be ‘‘ doubled” with the feast possible 
expense, and British actors have been work- 
ing at Neubabelsburg “' translating ” several 
German films into English, while in some 
cases French actors have been also engaged 
in making a version in their language. ‘The 
arrangement between Gaumont and Ufa is 
reciprocal, so that good English films may 
also be translated into German in the future. 
The system, of course, involves a large 
saving of money in scenery and general pro- 
perties, and should lead to an extension of 
the market for both English and German 
pictures. 

A proof that the British challenge is being 
taken seriously is the significant agreement 
between the United Artists’ Corporation of 
America and British and Dominion Films, 
another company which has been strengthen- 
ing its position. The deal involves between 
five and six million pounds, and under it 
the United Artists have agreed to distribute 
English pictures throughout America. It is 
the. first time. that a British film company 
has been able to gain anything approaching 
a foothold in the American market, and the 
increased revenue from this source is bound 
to have a good effect on the quality of 
future British productions, 

As far as Ireland is concerned, we seem 
to be as far from establishing a native 
cinema as ever, and, bearing in mind the 
example of the British studios, it seems 
fairly evident that we wih have little hope of 
doing so until we are in $ position to spend 
a great deal of money ongstudios, equipment 
and actors. As this state of affairs is not 
likely to come about for some time yet, we 
must dismiss the idea for the present, though 
certainly there is no reason why good open- 
air work could not be done in a smaller way 
by intelligent men. An experiment in this 
direction was made during the year by Colonel 
Haddick, whose film, “‘The Voice of 
Ireland,” was shown at one of the Dublin 
cinemas a few months ago. 

The case of Mr. Robert Flaherty shows 
even more strongly what can be done with 
few materials and a limited amount of money, 
provided that there are brains behind the 
camera. His film of life on the Aran Islands 
is still being produced, and, though it may 
seem stupid to prophesy that it will be very 
good, there is fittle doubt that will be so. 
Mr. Flaherty has already earned a reputation 
for himseif with his films of the South Seas 
and the Arctic, so that we can expect his 
latest picture to be of the same standard as 
“Tabu,” ‘‘ Moana” and “ Nanook.”’ 
Making intelligent records of the life of our 
people is a thing that might well engage the 
attention of Irish film producers, but anything 
beyond that is obviously out of the question 


at present, 


DUBLIN’S 'TIME-LAG, 


We have seen a number of fairly good films 
in Dublin during the year, but Ireland suffers 
from a “' time-lag ” where pictures are con- 
cerned, and generally the stars are not visible 
here until several months after they have 
made their appearance in London, while some- 
times they are not visible at all. A number 
of interesting pictures have been denied 
us owing to the very severe Irish censorship, 
and, while some of us may wonder whether 
legs are any worse as a moral influence than 
gangsters, there is evidently no use in 
®questioning a system which is so firmly 
established. 

The most important film was, undoubtedly,

WATER SUPPLY CUT OFF BY 
MOTOR ACCIDENT. 


While firemen were fighting a fire at the 
Saint Ola Hotel, Harbour street. Kirkwall, 
on Wednesday a motor car crashed into and 
demolished the main hydrant connection and 
cut off the water supply.

Johnston, brother and sister. the 
proprietors, and the staff escaped uninjured 
after making an effort to extinguish the 
flames with buckets of water. | 

Miss Smith, the cook. told a reporter that 
while members of the staff were at hey 
heard an explosion of some kind, and thought 
that 1t was merely a peal of thunder. Later 
they detected smoke, and when she left the 
table to investigate she found the hall filled 
with smoke. She opened a door and more 
smoke belched out, almost overcoming her. 
She managed to shout “ Fire!” before she 
collapsed. She was helped clear by someone. 

Miss Ella Stephen, daughter of Mrs. 
Stephen, ran to the telep! but found 
herself cut off from the cabinet by smoke. 
She staggered to the Kirkwall Hotel, where 
she fainted in the hall after raising the alarm.

GERMAN DEMAND FOR 
DEPORTATION, 


From ReEvrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 


BERLIN, Thursday. 

The Saxon Government, through the 
Berlin Foreign Office, intends to apply 
to the Italian Government for the extrad!- 
tion of three Nazis who are alleged to be 
guilty of the murder of a colleague under 
the most terrible circumstances. 

The victim of the crime was a Nazi 
‘‘storm trooper’? named Hentsch, whose 
body was dragged out of the River Elbe 
near Dresden. He had been shot three 
times, bound hand and foot, put into a 
sack, and thrown into the river, possibly— 
it is thought—while still alive. 

It is alleged that the man had heen 
murdered by Nazi colleagues on suspicion 
of treachery, and three men suspected of 
the crime have fled to Italy. That country 
does not, however, extradite for political 
offences. 

The Saxon Government, nevertheless, 
intends to apply for extradition on the 
ground that the men are guilty of “a 
terrible murder which cannot in any cit- 
cumstances be described as a political 
crime.” 

Italy at present harbours several other 
Nazis wanted in Germany for political 


offences.

‘ They all staved the night in the French 
capital, and on the next day motored on to 
Marseilles, where they embarked on a vessel 
which took them to Stamboul. 

“Mr. Pilbeam has of late years, I believe, 
been the Prince’s valet, and now he has come 
home. 

‘The reason why the Prince was able to 
make such a complete getaway was probably 
partly due to a coincidence. When it was 
fonnd that he was missing it was believed 
that, he and Mr. Pilbeam had been kid- 
napped. While inquiries were being made on 
these lines he was speeding across France.”
